The general
public resents the Russian presenta-
tions, but the official world meets the
slituption with unusual equanimity.
Generally It Ie belleved that, unless
the Russinn vessels huve committed
the grave mistake of selxing Rritish
government storea bound for the east,
Russgin will probably be prepared to
maintain the justice af the selaure, and
iIf & mistake has been made, the gov-
ernment no doubt will hastily order
the release of the vesséls and make
financlal settlement with Great Britain
for their detention.

The Russ today publishes an editorial
slatement of Russla’s position relative
to the stopping of neutral ships in the
Red sen by vessels of the volunteer
fleet. There is great Interest in the
statement, because It s belleved to
reflect directly the views of the for-
elgn office;

“The operations of the oconverted
crulsers Smolensk and Bt, Petersburg
are causing tremendous excltement in
England. Questions are being asked
in parllament, the newspapers are ap-
pealing to the public, and there is a
panie among shipowners. There also
in o good denl of talk in Germany be-
cauge of the seimure of malls on the
steamer Prinz Helnrich, but the most
noise there in being made by extrem-
ist organs, the others treating the
matter coolly. It Is a pity the Eng-
lish do not display the same Teutonle
calmness,

“1t {a understood that the Britigh
merchant marine feels these restric-
tions neverely, As a result of the stop-
ping and searching of vessels, English
ships elther must give up transporting
contraband of war ar run at thelr own
visk and perfl in tims of war between
the powers.. Others are bound to suf-
fer more or less, as it is Impossible
to check contrabund trafMc without
search.

“In regard to the detention of the
Pring Heinrleh's, malls, detalls have
not yet reached St. Petersburg. Com-
prehensive discussion of thie Incldent
Is, therefore, Impossible, But, It musi
be pointed out, the officlal correspon-
dence of a belllgerent is contraband.
Consequently if the Prinz Heinrlch car-
ried Japanese diplomatic and consular
reporta she wna liable to selmure. Of
course, whether she did or not, corre-
spondence can be Inspected to deler-
mine this fact, 1

“The English, in thelr excitement,
aven ralsed the questlon as to whether
we were justified In converting the
volunteer flest stéamers into warships
after they had passed the Dardanelies
under the commercial flag. Thia is
strange. Every government has & right
gither to bulld warships or finally to
convert merchant veasels Inte war-
ships. The volunteer fleet, at its very

inception, was intended to be con-
verted into & military fleet upon the
declaration of war,

“The English should not fesl In-
censed over the pamsage of the Bt, Pe-
teraburg and Bmolensk through the
Dardanéiles. The British embassy at
Constantinople hands in & protest to
the Turkish government every time a
volunteer fleet vesnel passes the strajta
For many years thess protests have
been entirely disregarded, and, there-
fore, long ago lost thelr importance.
Before the war, the Dardanelles were
repeatedly passed by volunteer ships
on the way to the far east, even with
troops, arms and ammunition aboard.
If this were possible before the war,
it is possible now, and there has been
no change In our relations with Tur-
key as a result of the war with Japan.

“When the Bt. Petersburg and Smo-
lensk passed through the straits under
‘the merchant fing their destination was

“A fundamental principle of inter-
national law that a neutral flag covers
neutral goods will not, of course, be
violated by our crulsers.
